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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's amendment dated 25 August 2005, responding 
to the 31 May 2005 Office action provided in the rejection of claims 1,2, 13-18, 21, and 22, 
wherein claims 1, 4, 8, 17, 20, 21, and 24 have been amended, claims 2, 3, 13-15, 18, 19, 22 and 
23 have been canceled, and new claims 25-28 have been added. Claims 1, 4-12, 17, 20, 21, and 
24-28 remain pending and have been fully considered by the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments, especially those from paragraph 2 on page 18 through the first paragraph of page 19 
of the response filed 7 March 2005, are convincing. Furthermore, the cited prior art taken alone 
or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the other claimed limitations, maintaining 
coherency of software breakpoints in shared memory . . . creating a software memory map of the 
memory usage of a plurality of processors . . ., setting/clearing breakpoints in a shared memory 
location such that all debug sessions are notified by . . .searching the software memory map to 
find processors having read access to the shared memory location, as recited in the independent 
claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
